$10,428,025 REFUNDS 
UNDER PUBLICITY PLAN 


Tax Credits of $2,598,922 and 
Abatements of $5,204,088

WASHINGTON, June 1.—Re-} 
funds of taxes totaling $10,428,- 
025 have been announced by the 
Internal Revenue Bureau in the 
first 40 days of the operation of 
the executive order of President 
Hoover making public all refunds 
of $20,000 or more. 

In addition to the refunds, tax- 
payers have been paid $114,120 in 
interest on the amounts which 
were due them, while others have 
been allowed credits of $2,598,922 
and have received abatement of 
taxes aggregating $5,204,088. Tax- 
payers also have received $379 in 
costs. 

The majority of the overassess- 
ments have been caused by rede- 
termination of in the income taxes 
and by court decisions or orders 
‘of the board of tax appeais. Some 
of the refunds have been allowed 
taxes because of addi- 
tional payments made to § states 
after the Federal estate tax return 
had been made.

Governor ‘Meo Approves 


Legislation Authorizing 
Death Penalty for Bomb- 
ers of Their Aids.

JEFFERSON CITY, June 1.— 
The Ballew small loan bill reducing 
the rate of interest that may be 
charged by the so-called smal! Joan 
companies from 42 per cent a year 
to 30 per cent, providing additiona) 
regulations and more strict super- 
ision for the companies, and 
bringing salary buyers under the 
act, was signed by Gov. Caulfield 
resterday afternoon. 
Representatives of an association 
of smal! loan companies had asked 
Gov. Caulfield for a hearing, to op- 
pose the bill. The Governor did not 
grant the hearing and said yester- 
day afternoon; after signing the 
bill, that she was sufficiently in- 
formed about the matter. The act 
becomes effective 80 days from ‘he 
adjournmeft of the Legislature. 
The numerous small loan bills in- 
troduced:in the 1929 session of the 


Legislature were the center of more ef 


legislative maneuvering thrn any 
other measure before the General 
Assembly. Rumors were current 
of extensive use of money to influ- 
ence the legislation and the Cole 
County grand jury made a rather 
perfunctory inquiry into the matter, 
but reported no progress. 

‘Lean Concerns Opposed Bilt. 

The small loan companies were 
opposed to any reduction in the in- 
terest rate of 3% per cent a month, 
or 42 per cent a year, and the sal- 
ary buyers, who have been charged 
with exacting a much higher rate, 
were against being brought under 
the terms of the small loan law, 
which was enacted in 1927. 

T Ballew bill originally was 
killed by a House committee, but, 
Was put on the House calendar’ 
through the House forcing the 
committee to report the bill. 
countered furthe. trouble in the 
Senate, but was put through in the 
upper house after a valiant fight 
by Senator Dearmont of Cape Gi- 
rardeau. Last-minute efforts to 
entangle the bill in a procedure 
snarl and thereby defeat in the 
closing days of the Legislature, aiso 
were defeated. The small loan law 
applies to loans up to $300. 

The Ballew bill reduces the max- 
imum interest rate to 2% per cent 
a month, requires the companies 
to state the rate of interest in their 
advertisements, requires more de- 
tailed supervision by the State Fi- 
mance Department, and -equires 
the companies to file complete re- 
ports on their activities. Their 
books’ may be inspected by the Fi- 
mance Commissioner at any time. 
Salary buyers are brought under 
the act. 

The Governor also signed the 
antibombing bill introduced by 
Representative Krause of St. Louis. 
This bill provides penalties ranging 
from two years in prison to death 
for persons who aid, counsel or 
cause to be exploded any bomb, 
whereby any person is or may be 
placed in danger of injury. 

He signed two bills, which were

QUO STRUCTURAL 
RON WORKERS ON 
STRIKE IN CHICAGO, 


Construction of Buildings | 
Valued at $200,000,000 | 
Tied Up—900 Other Men 
Walk Out in Sympathy.

CHICAGO, June 1.—More than | 
2000 structural iron workers went | 
on strike here today for higher 
wages. All of the big buildings 
under construction—work totaling 
$200,000,000—were affected by the 


walkout, orderéd by the executive 
board of the Bridge and Structural 
Iron Workers last night. 

Nine hundred members of the 
Ornamental and Architectural Iron 
Workers’ Union quit work today in 
a sympathetic strike, making the 
total nearly 3000. 

Cement workers, carpenters and 
allied trades, however, continued on 
the job in the downtown district. 

The action ofthe iron workers’ 
board was taken so late there was 
no time to inform the workers and 
the men were drawn from their 
jobs today by business agents. 

Negotiations for a wage increase 
had been on for several months, 
the union demanding $14 a day and 
the employers offering $12.50. The 
workers finally agreed to accept 
$13, but the employers refused to 
meet the figure and the strike re- 
sulted. 

J. F. McDougall, secretary of the 
union, explained iron workers aver- 
aged only 146 working days a year 
and that the occupation was haz- 
ardous. 

Eleven hundred steel workers 
were called out on the Merchandise 
Mart alone, a structure which will 
cost $45,000,000. Big enterprises 
such as the Board of .Trade, the 
Telephone and the Western Electric 
buildings were tied up by the con- 
troversy. Work may proceed, said | 
McDougall, on jobs where employ- | 
ers agree to pay the $13 a day, 
without waiting for action by other 
contractors,

The conse- 
quence is that St. Louis maintains herself in part 
by taxing business, vide the tax against bank stocks 
and insurance reserves, that against gasoline filling 
stations, the mill tax against the street railway com- 
pany, and the street improvement tax against the 
same corporation. Beyond what the low property tax 
plus these business taxes will do, the municipality

The Tariff on Surgical Instruments. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 


EING deeply interested in the hospi- | 
tals of Our country and in active co- | 
operation with the American College of, 
Surgeons, American Hospital Association | 
Association, I) 


,and American Medical 
wish to direct your attention to what has 
been denounced in the House of Repre- 
sentatives as “one of the most prepos- 
terous increases’ in the pending tariff 
bill, namely, the increase froni 45 per 
cent to 70 per cent on surgical instru- 
ments. : 

If good will is to be established in- 
ternationally I believe at least one of the 
gestures that should be made would be 
the removal of all barriers that prevent 
the free interchange of scientific appa- 
ratus, surgical instruments, etc., that 
have to do with the saving of human 
life. 

This month in Atlantic City the hospi- 
tal managers of the world will meet 
freely to exchange ideas and informa- 
tion as to the .better treatment of the 
sick. Persunally, I hope by that time 
_ Congress will have determined not only 
- to strike out the increase of 30 per cent, 
but cut off fe 45 per cent duty now im- 
posed. The whole amount of money in- 
volved in imported instruments is less 
than $2,500,000 and the number of men 
employed in the Industry in the United 
States not over 300. - 

There are approximately 10,000 hospi- 
tals and allied institutions in the United 
- States, which purchase between 50 per 
cent and 75 per cent of all surgical in- 
struments in this .country. - Articles of 
this ‘kind are neither bought nor used 
by the general public. Hence any in- 
--erease in duty means an increased ex- 
pense to the hospitals, which find it in- 
creasingly difficult to meet their running 
expenses cach year, and which, more- 
over, use these very instruments to a 
very considerable extent in charity work. 
Periodically the hospitals find themselves 
desperately in need. of funds to keep go- 
ing, and the ladies of the auxiliary soci- 
eties work unremittingly in the drives 
for financial help. Why saddle addition- 
al expense on these institutions merely 
to enrich a dozen manufacturers? 

There are two classes of instruments, 
those made of soft metal, like brass, and 
those made of fiirely tempered steel. Our 
domestic manufacturers supply practical- 
ly all the soft-metal instruments used in 
this country and have always been suc- 


from abroad. 
The steel-instrument industry, 


in the United States, due to the fact 
that we have never’been able to develop 
a sufficient number of skilled mechanics 
in this line. 
ferent types of instruments, for each of 
which there must be a separate set of 
dies, tools, etc., and the very finest and 
most expert type of workmanship is re- 
quired. The American mechanic is just 
as skillful as the foreign worker, but he 
is not attracted to this industry because 
of its narrow limitations. 

This tariff increase accomplishes no 
proper and useful purpose, but serves 
to render much more costly the agencies 
essential to the preservation of human 
life and the protection of public health. 
It gouges the meanest kind of profit for 
a few favored ones out of those engaged 
in the noblest kind of. work, and this 
provision of the Hawley bill should be 
eliminated.

President Portes Gil of Mexico will call the Mex- 
ican Congress together in extraordinary session to 
confer autonomy on the Mexican National University. 
This proposed act, it is believed, will remove the 
university from politics and all other influences that 
might be detrimental to its true purposes. 

The President's contemplated action follows the 
demand of striking students for the resignation of 
the Minister of Education, the university rector and 
the Federal District Chief of Police. A short time 
ago several students were injured in a clash with 
police officers, but Portes Gil, while disapproving of 
the officers’ radical actions, refused to shift the 
blame entirely from the students’ shoulders. Neither 
will he ask for the resignation of the men named by 
the undergraduates, 

The President’s decision to grant the university 
autonomy is a wise one. It is only too obvious that 
institutions of higher learning cannot accomplish the 
purpose to which they are dedicated when they are 
at the mercy of politicians and unsympathetic legis- 
lative bodies. It would be well that the states north 
of the Rio Grande took notice of Portes Gil’s work; 
it-would be well that each of these states granted its 
university such immunity from inexperienced and 


too often trifling hands.

A reporter for the New York World, nosing around 
Mr. Sage’s office after the explosion, picked up a 
button—just an ordinary button that- might have 
Come off a man’s coat.

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with his find, succeeded in finding.the manyfac- 
turer of the button, the wholesalers who had handled 
it, the tailors who had bought it, and finally the 
customers of those tailors who had purchased suits 
on which buttons of that kind had been sewed. Ther 
followed a search tor the wearers of those suits. 
All were found but one. He was the man who threw 
the bomb in Russell Sage’s office. And The World 
the next day told the story.

It was designed as a commentary on con- 
temporary German philosophical thought, and for 
many years it has been prescribed reading in many 
American universities. “Candide” is not half as ob- 
scene as the minds of those officials who barred it. 

It is really amusing how zealously our lawmakers 
endeavor to protect the American people’s minds and 
morals from injury. It is as though we were a nation 
of infants utterly lacking in judgment and discre- 
tion. We are not to be polluted with revolutionary 
literature from Europe though our own country is 
the product of a revolution, and it is impossible to 
delve into the writings of any of the founding fathers 
without encountering justification of the‘revolution- 
ary principle. What next shall be forbidden in this 
supposedly free country?

He believes in free speech, in a minimal control of aft and literature in the interest 
of morals, objects to certain tendencies in modern procedural law, favors amelior- 
ation of social and industrial -ills, stands for preservation of peace, and is liberal- 
toward the dissenting views of his fellow liberals.

HAT is liberalism? We bandy this 
W wore ‘liberal’ freely and frequently. 

Deliberately or casually many of us 
clip upon men liberal or conservative,labels 
of our own making and remorselessly file 
then: away in our mental pigeon holes. But 
few of-us have constructed these pigeon 
holes with much reflection. Especially is 
our isiberal pigeon hole a compartment of 
highly uncertain dimensions. Nor is the 
fault wholly our own. Some of it derives 
from the inherent difficulty of defining ab- 
stractions and some of it from the fact that 
evep if a definition could be agreed upon 
human beings are not always 100 per cent 
liberal or 100 per cent conservative. To 
attempt to lay down a precise definition of 
liberalism would be an impossible task. But 
it may be helpful to glance briefly at the 
evolution of the concept. 

In origin the term was unquestionably 
identified with individualism—that is to 
Say with anti-authoritarianism of every va- 
riety, whether in the realm of things men- 
tal or moral or material. In England Her- 
bert Spencer was its high priest from the 
publication of his “Social Statics’’ in 1850 
to his “Man Versus the State’ in 1885; and 
he snecred at the liberals of his day ag be- 
ing» ‘only Tories of a new type.”” John Stu- 
art Mill was only a little less unconditional 
than was Spencer. “Whatever crushes in- 
dividuality,” he declared, “is despotism, by 
whatever name it may be called.”

Now it is undeniable that in the reaJm of 
things mental liberalism is still instinct 
with individualism. It yet echoes the thun- 
der of Thomas Jefferson when he said: “I 
have sworn upon the altar of the living God 
eternal hostility against every form of ty- 
ranny over the mind of man.” 
speaking, there can of course be no tyranny 
over the mind of man. A thought cannot 
be captured or coerced. That is probably 
the largest single compensation of. life. 

No. thoughts cannot be tamed. But the 
expression of them can be. It can be se- 
verely curbed by authoritarianism. We 
know that because it hag been and is being 
done. Every reasonable person recognizes 
that freedom of speech and of the press 
cannot be put wholly outside the pale of 
legal redress. That would be intolerable, 
despite the innumerable petty libelovs lies 
that go in our daily intercourse without be- 
ing pushed to redress, and despite the fact 
that the law of libel is not infrequently 
(hreatened or invoked to shield actual but 
unprovable guilt. 

Every reasonable person also knows that 
the Government must in rare emergencics 
protect itself—or rather what it presum- 


ably represents, the amorphous public—., 


against unlimited freedom of utterance. In 
time of peace and quiet this is not of great 
importance. The Government is so firmly 
screened that it can afford to be quiescent 
or indifferent toward the occasional beetles 
who dash their hostile wings upon the em- 
battled windows of entrenched power. But 
in time of stress, when the question is of 
far greater moment, ft fs quite otherwise. 
No genuinely liberal party could have writ- 
ten the Espionage act of 1917-18—at least 
as it, yas interpreted and applied by the 


~ in modern procedural law.

courts—nor the criminal sy ndicalism stat- 
utes that now disgrace the books of many 
of our states. No genuinely liberal party 
would tolerate the high-handed fashion in 
which freedom of assembly and discussion 
is sometime ruthlessly suppressed in some 
of our local communities’ with or without 
express legal authority. 

In the field of protective morality your 
authentic liberal is likewise an individual- 
ist. He will concede that there must be some 
restraint in the interest of public morals 
and decency. But he will fight for a min- 
imal amotnt of it, putting a heavy burden 
of proof upon the Comstocks and the Sum- 
ners. He will. prefer the risk of an occas- 
ional cgrrupted youth to that of a ham- 
strung literature or art. He will believe 
that men cannot be made good by law. He 
will in consequence be wholly out of sym- 
pathy with the spirit of blue laws. It is 
difficult to see how.a liberal can believe in 
the wisdom of national prohibition, espe- 
cially since it has been so hypocritically 
tried and found wanting in such huge meas- 
ure. But apparently, on this one great sub- 
ject of nation-wide ccntenrion, some other- 
wise liberal persons are closely jpined with 
the most ardent authoritarians. 

Again, your unalloyed liberal will not view 
without alarm certain dangerous tendencies 
He will not be- 
Jieve that the motor car of an innocent 
owner should be subject to confiscation be- 


cause a guest in the car happens to have 


upon his person a flask of intoxicating 
liquor upon which no tax has been paid to 
a Government that makes it impossible to 
pay the tax. He will net follow with con- 


viction the argument that such a car is vest- ” 


ed with a mystical personality and is prop- 
erly chargeable with complicity in violat- 
ing the law. He will not think that a the- 
ater in which a vulgar play has been pro- 
duced may be justifiably padlocked for six 
months or a year under an injunctive or- 
der issued by a single Judge siting in a civ- 
il action without a jury. He will stand 
shoulder to shoulder with Mr. Justice Bran- 
deis in his courageous and not wholly lost 
struggle to preserve something of the sub- 
Stance of the constitutional guarantee

In things economic Your true liberal need 
be nothing more than open-mindedly fear- 
less of change. He need not believe in Gov- 
ernment ownership and operation as a mat- 
ter of principle, but also he will not be 
frightened into hysteria by the bugaboo of 
State socialism or the so-called “rationaliza- 


tion” of indystries that are competitively ' 


out of joint. Naturally, he will be for all 
sensible measures that look to the ameliora- 
tion of industrial and social ills. In for- 
cign relations he will favor every reason- 
able plan for the preservation of peace, will 
not be supersensitive about his country’s 
national honor, and will oppose any na- 
tional action which, taken without consulta- 
tion with other nations concerned, may be 
likely to stir up bitterness of feeling or a 
sense of injdstice done.
